Should a wolf come along to in­ 
vestigate the place he is sure to seem 
the m eat, and will start scratching 
in the ashes for it, thus, of course, 
spring the trap. 
One of the greatest difficulties in 
wolf trapping is to hide the aforesaid 
tell-tale scents, so keen is their sense 
of sm ell. 
The traps m ust never be 
handled w ith the naked fingers. 
Old 
gloves, soaked in oil or fat, a it used, 
and it is best to smoke the trap over 
a “sm udge” fire before setting it, and 
then enclose it in a paper bag. 
The old wolfers often used to pro­ 
ceed as follows: 
They would start 
out on th eir round dragging a piece 
o f carrion on their horse or cart by 
m eans of a long rope, thus leaving a 
trail, upon which they set their traps 
a t regular intervals. 
At night the 
wolves took the trail up, and which­ 
ever way they followed it, they were 
sure to encounter one or more traps. 
W olves are more easily done away 
w ith by the use of strychnine than 
they are by trapping. 
A trail of baits 
Is laid, the central bait containing 
poison. Into this bait is stuck a black 
feather to w arn passersby to keep 
th eir dogs out of the danger zone, 
and incidentally to attract the atten ­ 
tion of the wolf. 
Having picked up 
several of the baits, he has now lost 
suspicion and gulps down his dose of 
poison, which kills him almost in­ 
stantly. 
T he wolf trap is never fastened to 
a perm anent fixture, such as a tree or 
stake, as the captured anim al is then 
able to pull, and ten to one he will 
escape. 
It is fastened, instead, to a 
log or drag th a t the anim al can pull 
along a fte r him , and that ham pers 
h is progress, though it does not pre­ 
ven t it. 
A wolf has been known to 
drag a heavy log with the trap at­ 
tached 
for

EGGS T H A T W IL L NO T SPO IL. 


It is conservatively estim ated th at 
th ere Is an annual loss In this country 
of $45,000,000. 
I T actically all of this 
enorm ous loss is sustained by the 
farm ers of this country, as It is on 
the general farm s th at the great bulk 
of eggs are produced. 
A very great 
p art of this loss can be prevented by 
th e production of infertile egg*, which 
are laid by hens th at do not have a 
m ale bird with them . 
The male bird 
has no Influence w hatever on the 
num ber of eggs laid. 
Therefore, as 
soon as the hatching season is over 
th e m ale should be rem oved from the 
flock. 
The 
greatest trouble 
from 
blood 
rin g s in eggs occurs in hot w eather. 
Special care should be given to the 
gathering and storing of eggs during 
th e late Spring and sum m er months. 
At these tim es the eggs should be 
gathered a t least twice a dav, placed 
In a room or cellar where the tem ­ 
p eratu re does not rise above 70 de 
grees Fahrenheit, and m arketed two 
o r three tim es a week. 
Blood rings are caused by the de­ 
velopm ent of the em bryo of a fertile 
egg and its subsequent death. 
It is 
im possible to hatch an infertile egg 
o r cause a blood ring to form in one. 
I t is generally considered th at eggs 
become Infertile from seven to four­ 
teen days after the male bird Is re­ 
moved from the flock. 
Repealed ex­ 
perim ents 
have 
shown 
that 
where 
fertile and infertile eggs are kept un­ 


der sim ilar conditions, the fertile eggs 
spoiled much quicker, due to the fact 
th at they deteriorate faster than in­ 
fertile eggs in t he average sum m er 
tem perature. 
Sum m er h eat has the 
sam e effect as the hen or incubator 
on fertile eggs. 
Sell, kill or confine 
the male bird as soon as the hatching 
season is over.

Aug. 2.—The condition 
of the growing cotton crop in the 
United States on July 25 was 75.5 per 
cent of a normal, the United States 
Department of Agriculture's crop re­ 
porting board announced at noon to­ 
day in its third condition report of 
the season. 
That condition compares

per cent on 
June 25 this 
year, 76.4 
per cent on 
July 25 last 
year, 70.6 
per cent in 1913, and 78.5 
per cent, 
the average condition on 
July 25 for the last ten years. 
The area planted to ’ftttfon and un­ 
der cultivation on June 25 this year, 
aa previously reported, was 31,535,000 
acres, a decrease of 5,871,000 acres, 
or 15.7 per cent, frofn that under cul­ 
tivation on June 25 la it year. 
A con­ 
dition of IOO per cent of a normal on 
July 25 would be equivalent to a yield 
of 241.3 pounds of cotton to the acre, 
the bureau of crop estimates has an­ 
nounced. 
W eather conditions generally have 
been favorable to the crop through­ 
out the South, except in Texas, where 
there was a lack of rain. 
In the Norther*! portion^ of the belt 
the weather was too etaol for rapid
